Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Arizona:

Section 1. Section 15-531, Arizona Revised Statutes, 1is amended to
read:

15-531. Fees

The state board of education may fix and collect fees for:

1. 1Issuance and evaluation, singly or both, including provisional,
basic or standard teaching certificate, administrative, specialized service,
nurse, career and technical education, vocational education or substitute,
special subject endorsements including guidance-counselor, art, music,
physical education, industrial arts, librarian or driver training, one year
and multi-year certificates including adult education, emergency or intern
certificatess—rettess—than—twentydotars—andrnotmore—than—thirty—dottars.

2. Renewal of any certificate, name changes, duplicates or changes of
coding to existing files or certificates;—rot—tess—than—ten—dotars—andnoet
more—than—twenty—dotars.

3. Administration and evaluation of the examination on the
Constitutions of the United States and Arizona;—net—tess—than—six-dottars—and
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4. Administration and -evaluation of the reading, grammar and
mathematics proficiency examination for applicants for teaching certificatess
rot—tess—than—ten—dettars—andnotmore—than—twenty—dotars.

Sec. 2. Section 15-533, Arizona Revised Statutes, is amended to read:

15-533. Proficiency examination

A. To qualify for either a basic or standard teaching certificate, or
equivalent certificate later adopted by the state board of education, a
person must pass each component of the proficiency examination developed and
administered by the state board of education. The proficiency examination
shall consist of only a professional knowledge test, A PERFORMANCE TEST and a
subject knowledge test. A person is not required to take a component of the
examination if the person has passed a component on a proficiency examination
whieh THAT has been adopted by a state board of education or equivalent
agency in another state and whiech THAT has been determined to be equivalent
to the applicable component on the examination prescribed in this section by
the state board of education in this state. The state board of education may
grant a basic or standard teaching certificate for not to exceed one year to
a teacher who is a nonresident and who has not met the requirement of this
section at the time of application.

B. A person is not required to pass the proficiency examination or the
equivalent examination more than once, except that a person who passed the
examination seven or more years before qualifying to teach in this state is
required to repass the examination.
